S. Miller and James W. Ham¬ 
ilton on the 7th day of March, A. D. 1883, to 
prepare, sign and acknowledge a charter of 
and for a corporation of which the following 


CHARTER OF THE CHEROKEE STRIP LIVE STOCK 
ASSOCIATION. 

We, the undersigned persons, of competent 
age, do hereby associate ourselves together 
for the purpose of forming a private corpor¬ 
ation under and by virtue of the laws of the 
State of Kansas, tlie purpose of which is and 
shall be “the improvement of the breed of 
domestic animals,” by the importation, graz¬ 
ing, breeding, sale, barter and exchange 
thereof. 

First.— The name of such corporation shall 
be “The Cherokee Strip Live-Stock Associa¬ 
tion.” 

Second.— The purpose for which the corpo¬ 
ration is formed is the improvement of the 
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breed of domestic animals by the importation, 
grazing:, breeding, selling, bartering and ex¬ 
change thereof. 

Thikd.— The principal office and place of 
business of the corporation shall be at the 
city of Caldwell, in Sumner county, Kansas, 
but its place or places of and for holding, 
breeding, grazing, selling, bartering and ex¬ 
changing the domestic animals, for the im¬ 
provement of the breed, for which the cor¬ 
poration is as aforesaid organized, shall be 
wherever the same can be, in the opinion of 
the directors or such other body of the stock¬ 
holders or members of the corporation, most 
advantageously located. 

Fourth.— The term for which the corpor¬ 
ation is to exist shall be for forty years.

Which said charter was on said date duly 
transmitted, postage prepaid, to the Honor¬

BY-LAWS OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

Section 1. The name and style of the cor¬ 
poration shall be “The Cherokee Strip Live¬ 
stock Association.” 

Section 2. The object of the Association is 
to provide for and promote the improvement 
of the breed of domestic animals by all lawful 
means, such as providing for the purchase, 
importation, barter, sale and exchange there¬ 
of, at such place or places, within or without 
the territorial limits of this State, as shall be 
or seem to be, most conductive to the ad¬ 
vancement of the interests of the Association; 
in pursuance of the purpose and object of 
which the same has been and is as aforesaid 
organized inclusive of the right by which and 
on behalf of said Association to purchase any 
and all of wliatsoeverdoinesticanimals it, the 
said Association, may see fit or desire to pur¬ 
chase, or in any lawful manner acquire, to¬ 
gether with the right to purchaseor lease any 
or all parcels or tracts of land, wheresoever 
situated, as may be necessary for the holding, 
keeping, grazing, breeding, handling, selling 
bartering or in any lawful manner, whatsoev¬ 
er, exchanging any or all of any or all kinds 
of domestic animals so, as aforesaid, purchas¬ 
ed, imported, handled, bred, grazed, obtained 
by barter or exchange, by or on behalf of said 
Association. 

Section 3. All persons, corporations or 
companies who now occupy undisputed ra nge 
in the Cherokee Strip, and who agree to pay 
the assessments which may be hereinafter 
levied upon them by persons empowered by 
the Association to make levies for any and 
all purposes, may be eligible to membership 
in this Association upon the payment of mem¬ 
bership fees as hereinafter provided. 

Section 4. All corporations, stock associ¬ 
ations or companies becoming members of 
this association, shall do so in the name of the 
corporation, stock association or company by 
which they are known, and in all elections or 
business which is to or may be decided by 
votes of members of this Association, such 
member or representative of anv and all oth¬ 
er corporations, stock associations or com¬ 
panies being members of the Association 
shall be entitled to one vote, and no more. 
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Section 5. Any party holding an undisput¬ 
ed and prescribed range, whether of one per¬ 
son, a company, corporation or pool, shall he 
entitled to one membership; that is to say, if 
one person holds a certain prescribed range 
alone, he shall be entitled to one membership 
and the same rule as to corporations and com¬ 
panies, if, for convenience, two or more indi¬ 
viduals, holding each a prescribed range, 
hold such range in common, each of such 
ranges shall be entitled to one membership, 
and each membership to one vote. Any per¬ 
son possessing the qualifications hereinbefore 
mentioned and desiring to become a member 
of this Association, shall first pay to the Treas¬ 
urer the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) and take 
said Treasurer's receipt therefor, and upon 
presentation of said receipt to the Secretary 
of this Association, and subscribing to the 
by-laws, shall be entitled to a certificate of 
membership, which said certificate shall there¬ 
upon be issued in the name of the Association; 
provided that persons owning ranges or hold¬ 
ing cattle contiguous to the range occupied 
by the members of this Association in the In¬ 
dian Territory, may be elected honorary mem¬ 
bers of this Association upon the recommen¬ 
dation of the board of directors. 

Section 6. All transfer of ranges by pur¬ 
chase or otherwise shall be recorded’,by the 
Secretary of this Association in a book to be 
by him kept for that purpose. 

Section 7. All members of this Association 
are required, within thirty days from their 
admission to membership, to furnish to the 
Secretary a plain^and accurate description of 
the “marks and brands” of all "domestic ani¬ 
mals owned or held by such member; which 
said description of said marks and brands 
shall be plainly and fully recorded by said 
Secretary in a book to be by him keptl'or that 
purpose. 

BOARD OP ARBITRATION. 

A board of arbitration shall beappointedto 
consist of three members of the Association, 
such board to be'.appointed by the directors 
and to hold their office during the pleasure of 
said board of directors, who shall liavepower 
to settle all questions in dispute between 
members of this Association, and from the 
decision of such'board of rarbitration (either 
party^in interest may appeal to the board of 
directors by giving, upon the rendition of said 
decision, immediate notice of his intention to 
so appeal, and by entering into and under- 
taking.a bond to the opposite party] in such 
sum as said board of arbitrators shall deem 
sufficient for the payment of all costs and ex- 
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penses necessarially incurred by reason of 
such appeal. In the event of the decision of 
said arbitrators being affirmed by the board 
of directors, whereupon the chairman of said 
board of arbitrators shall immediately notify 
the board of directors of the pendency of 
such appeal and state the time and place when 
and where said board of directors shall meet 
to hear and determine the same; which shall 
not be less than ten nor more than sixty days 
from the time of taking such appeal, and the 
time and place of sitting of said board of di¬ 
rectors to hear said matter shall be at such 
point as said board of arbitrators may direct; 
provided, always, that in no event, except by 
consent of parties, shall the place of sitting 
of said board of directors for such purpose be 
other than at the city of Caldwell, in Sumner 
county, Kansas, or at some well-known and 
convenient ranch upon the grazing lands of 
the Association; and the chairman of the 
board of arbitrators, upon the giving and ac¬ 
ceptance of the appeal bond hereinbefore 
provided for, immediately notify the parties 
in interest of the time, when, and the place 
where the board of directors shall be called 
to meet to hear and determine said appeal; 
and the decision of the board of directors 
shall be final.
